The  Academy  has  ten  boarding  pupils,  of  whom 
three  are  in  the  elementary  school,  six  in  the  junior 
high,  and  one  in  the  senior  high.  The  boarding  oppor- 
tunity for  junior  high  pupils  is  quite  unusual  and  will 
doubtless  attract  an  increasing  number  of  patrons. 

"Released  Time"  from  the  public  schools  for  re- 
ligious education  is  the  subject  of.  proposed  legislation 
of  a  permissive  character.  Such  a  program,  if  adopted, 
would  call  for  the  organization  of  a  worthy  program  of 
such  instruction  for  designated  groups  of  pupils  on  re- 
quest of  their  parents,  under  church  leadership. 

The  frame  for  educational  changes  after  the  war 
is  even  now  being  planned.  Many  members  of  the  serv- 
ices are  already  taking  government  correspondence 
courses  from  the  Armed  Forces  Institute.  The  "G.  I. 
Bill  of  Rights"  makes  liberal  provision  for  re-educat- 
ing the  handicapped  veterans  and  completing  the  edu- 
cation of  those  who  might  have  been  studying  in  schools 
and  colleges  except  for  their  induction. 
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Educational  leaders  are  advocating  the  raising  of 
the  compulsory  age  limit  to  eighteen  years,  with  public 
education  available  on  the  junior  college  level  or  in  re- 
gional trade  schools.  It  is  likely  that  a  considerable 
amount  of  work-experience  for  young  people  will  be 
combined  with  their  academic  training,  as  time  goes 
on. 

In  our  own  state,  some  of  the  forward  steps  in 
school  policy  advocated  by  superintendents,  include  a 
minimum  salary  limit  for  teachers,  state  aid  for  rural 
high  school  transportation  (also  supported  by  the  state 
Grange),  restoraton  of  an  adequate  number  of  super- 
visory unions,  fixing  of  salaries  of  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation administrative  officers  by  the  Board  itself,  and 
retirement  provisions  for  superintendents  as  well  as 
other  state  employees.  Many  of  these  measures  could 
be  provided  for  in  an  orderly  way  by  means  of  allocating 
a  reasonable  millage  proportion  of  the  state  tax  for 
state  aid  to  school  districts  and  other  needs  of  state- 
wide public  education. 

After  the  war,  it  is  more  than  likely  that  the  gov- 
ernment will  require  a  year  of  universal  military  train- 
ing. Shall  this  be  a  full  year  of  strictly  military  train- 
ing at  some  fixed  time,  say  age  seventeen,  regardless 
of  high  school  graduation,  or  will  there  be  an  option  as 
to  time,  place,  auspices,  and  type  of  training?  Shall 
this  requirement  include  girls  as  well  as  boys,  and  will 
it  make  provision  for  the  forty  per  cent  of  rejectees  as 
well  as  those  who  are  fit  ?  Will  all  training  be  in  mili- 
tary establishments,  or  will  at  least  part  of  it  be  in 
civilian  schools  and  colleges,  factories,  business  estab- 
lishments, hospitals,  and  summer  camps?  Will  the 
program  provide  for  a  wide  class  of  subjects  valuable 
in  both  military  and  civil  life,  such  as  science  and 
mathematics,  languages,  vocational  and  technical 
training,  aeronautics,  radio,  nursing,  information,  and 
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supply?  Will  the  federal  government  utilize  local  fa- 
cilities and  encourage  further  development  of  education 
within  the  states,  or  will  it  go  to  the  tremendous  ex- 
pense of  setting  up  and  maintaining  a  parallel  system  of 
education?  It  is  for  the  American  people  to  discuss 
these  questions  and  make  their  wishes  known. 

The  work  of  the  music  teacher,  Mrs.  Sadie  Mer- 
riam,  has  been  continued  in  the  elementary  schools  and 
made  available  at  the  Academy.  Special  work  of  Miss 
Margaret  Macdonald,  school  nurse,  included  a  dental 
clinic  conducted  by  Dr.  C.  H.  Manning,  sponsored  by  the 
Bow  Lake  Grange  and  the  Strafford  Red  Cross,  at 
which  thirty  pupils  were  treated.  New  septic  toilets 
of  an  improved  type  have  been  installed  at  Bow  Lake 
School.  Fourteen  bags  of  milkweed  pods  for  life-jack- 
kets  were  collected  by  the  pupils  at  the  request  of  de- 
fense authorities.
